LETTERS from the Hague, of the 3ſt Inſtant, 
N. S. ſay, that the Articles to a general 
Peace were ſettled, communicated to the States General, 
and all the Foreign Miniſters reſiding there, and tranſmit- 
ted to their reſpective Maſters on the 28th. Monſieur 
Torcy immediately returned to the Court of France, from 


whence he on the 4th of the next 
/ is expected again 4th 2 
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Month. with thoſe Articles ratified by that Court. The 
Hagae is agreed upon for the Place of Treaty, and the 
15th of the next Month, the Day on which it is to com- 
mence. The Terms whereon this Negotiation is founded, 
are no: yet declared by publick Aatnority ; but what is 
mot generally received is as follows: 

HER Majeſty's Riqht and Title, and the Proteſtant 
Succeſſion to theſe Dominions, is forthwith to be acknow- 
ledged. King Charl.s is to be owned the lawful ign 
of Spain. The French King ſhall not only recal his 
Troops out of that Kingdom, and deliver up to the Al- 
lies the Tons of Rees, Fonterabia, and Pampelona ; but in 
caſe the Duke of Ai ſhall not retire out of the $, 
Dominions, he thallbe obliged to aft the Allies to force 
him from thence. A Ceſſation of Arms is agreed upon 
for two Months from the firſt Day of the Treaty. The 
Port and Fortifications of Dz7:rk are to be demoliſhed 
within four Months; but the Town itſelf left in the 
Hands of the French. The Pretender is to be obliged to 
leave France. All Newfoundland is to be reſtored to the 
Engliſh. As to the other Parts of America, the French are 
to reſtore whatever they may have taken from the Eng- 
li, as the Exgiih, in like manner, are to give up what 
they may have taken from the French, before the Com- 
mencement of the Treaty. The Trade between Great 
Britain and France ſhall be ſetiled upon the fame Foun- 
dation as in the Reign of King Charles the Second. 
THE Dutch are to have for their Barriers,

; all which Places ſhall be delivered 
up to the Allies before the End of June. The Trade be- 
tween Holland and France ſhall be on the ſame foot as jn 
1564. The Cities of Straſbovrg, Briſac, and Alſatia 
ſhall be reſtorcd to the Emperor and Empire ; and the 
King of France, to the Treaty of Weftphalia 
in 1648, ſhall only retain the Protection of ten Imperial 
Cities, wiz. Colmar, Schl flat, Haguenau, Munſter, Tu- 
keim, Keijember, Obrenheim, Roſbeim, Weiſemberg and 
Landau ; Huni , Fort-Louis, Fort-Khicl, and Neao- 

Briſac, ſhall be demoliſhed. and all the 2

The Enemy ſeems alſo to prepare for the Field, and have 
at preient drawn together twenty five thouſand Men in 
the Plains of Lezz. Marſhal /:/lars is at the Head of 
thoſe Troops; and has given the Generals under liis 
Command all e Aſſurances that he will turn the 
Fate of the War to the Adv of his Maſter. 

THEY write from the Hague of the 7th, That 
Monſieur Rowi/le had atten ham che Count of 
France, to ſignify to the States General, and the Mini- 
ſters of the High Allics, That the King could not conſent 
to the Preliminarics of a Treaty of Peace, as it was of- 
ſered to him by Monſicur Torcy. The great Difficulty is 
the Buſineſs of Spair, on which Particular his Miniſters 
ſcemed only to ſay, during the Treaty, that it was not fo 
immediately under their Maſter's Direction, as that he 
could engage for its being relinquiſhed by the Duke of 
Aujou : But now he poſitively anſwers, 'That he cannot 
comply with what his Minifter has promiſed in his Bo- 
half, even in ſuch Points as are wholly in himſelf to at 
in or not.
